MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 27.—/) 
George Kelly, reputed machine gun- 
ner for the underworld of the western 
bad lands, tonight confessed, officers 


said, to a part in the kidnaping of 
Charles F. Urschel, Oklahoma oil mil- 
lionaire. 

“You got me right on the Urschel 
kidnaping,” Kelly was quoted by W. 
A. Rorer, department of justice agent, 
as saying tonight. The Oklahoma out- 
law was arrested here yesterday. 

Kelly admitted the kidnaping, Rorer 
said, “but not the Chicago robbery or 
the Kansas City Union station job.” 

Immediately after the alleged con- 
fession was obtained the government 
moved to get final warrants to take 
Kelly and his wife, Kathryn, to Okla- 
homa City for trial. 

The Kellys at first said they would 
fight extradition but early tonight an- 
nourrred they would go back peaceably 
and William McLanahan, federal dis- 
trict attorney, left for Jackson after 
the confession was announced to ob- 
tain final warrants from Judge Har- 
ry B. Anderson. 

Federal —— Harry B. Anderson 
at Jackson, enn., late today had 
signed a removal order permitting au- 
thorities to take Kelly and his wife, 
Kathryn, to Oklahoma City to face 
trial on the kidnaping charges. 

The Kellys at first had said they 
would fight extradition but before 
Judge Anderson’s order was an- 
nounced told officers they were ready 
to return for trial. 

Federal agents still closely guarded 
their plans for removal of the pair to 
Oklahoma. 

Rorer would add nothing to the 
brief quotations from Kelly, refusing 
to say whether a more detailed state- 
ment had been obtained. 

Kelly’s alleged statement on the 
Chicago robbery referred to the holdup 
of federal reserve bank messengers 
and the slaying of a policeman on the 
night of September 21. His reference 
to the “Kansas City Union Station 
job” was to the machine gun slaying 
of four officers and Frank Nash, 
notorious criminal, whom the officers 
had in custody at that time. 

Police forces had linked Kelly's 
name with both slayings. 

Meanwhile, John M. Keith, de- 
partment of justice operative, said 
Langford Ramsey, an attorney and 
brother of Kelly’s first wife, had 
told in detail how he went to the 
farm of Cass Coleman, near Coleman, 
Texas, and unsuccessfully tried to

UREEKMORE SAYS 
GU-OP WILL MAKE 
FULL COTTON LOAN

Association Only Await- 
ing Government To Work 
Out Details of Plans, Of- 
ficial Tells Newsmen. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(#)— 
E. F. Creekmore, general manager of 
the American Cotton Co-operative 
Association, told newspapermen to- 
day that his organization intended to 
lend “the full amount of the govern- 
ment loan on cotton” to its members 
as soon as the government had work- 
ed out details of the plan. 

Creekmore, other officials of the 
American Cotton Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, and cotton factors today dis- 
cussed details of the government's 
loan plan, announced recently. with 
Oscar Johnston, finance administra- 
tor of the farm adjustment administra- 
tion. ‘ 
The farm administrat®ii announced 
that it would lend 10 cents a pound 
on cotton still in the hands‘ of pro- 
ducers. 

The meeting was called to discuss 
whether premiums were to be loaned 
on cotton of a higher quality than 
low middling, 7-8 inch. 

This grade and length of staple 
has been tentatively selected as the 
base for the 10-cent-a-pound loan. 

To Aid Advance. 

Creekmore said his organization 
planned to assist the campaign to 
advance cotton prices by lending the 
full amount that the government de- 
cided upon on the various grades 
and staples. 

Association officials insisted that 
loans of more than 10 cents a pound 
should be made where cotton is a 
better quality than the base decid- 
ed upon for the 10-cent loan. 

Creekmore said in some instances 
the loan should be two or three cents 
higher than ten cents a pound and 
that lower loans might be made on 
cotton whose. quality averaged less 
than seven-eigth inch low middling. 

Private traders present suggested 
that flat loans of 10 cents a pound be 
made on tendetable cotton. 

It was indicated, however, that the 
lending scale finally decided upon by 
Johnston and other farm administra- 
tion officials might be accepted by all 
concerned,

Ship Board Vessels 
Bared at Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(>)— 
Ocean mail subsidies paid to the Ex- 
port Steamship Corporation annually 
amounting to more than the organi- 
zation paid the shipping board for 18 
vessels were disclosed today in a sen- 
ate investigation. 

Senator Black, democrat, Alabama, 
placed in the record reports showing 
that the line received more than $300,- 
000 for carrying four pounds of mail 
and that in 1929 it was paid, under 
a contract awarded in the Hoover ad- 
ministration, at the rate of $66,000 a 
pound on ocean maii. 

In 1929, the line received $1,291,- 
187: in 1932, $1,498,430 and in the 
fiscal year, 1933, the same amount. 
The steamship company acquired 15 
government vessels in August, 1925, 
on which the shipping board expended 
$1,825,718 for repairs. 

Slemp Aided. 

A formal statement that C. Bascom 
Slemp, of Virginia, who once was 
secretary to President Coolidge, had 
helped to engineer the ship purchasing 
deal at a price lower than originally 
asked by the shipping board was 
placed before the committee by Henry 
Herberman, president of the Export 
Company. 

In a letter to Senator Black, chair- 
man of the committee. Herberman 
wrote that Slemp had billed him for 
$50,000 for legal fees in connection 
with the sale of the ships at $7.50 a 
ton instead of $8.50 as asked by Ad- 
miral Plamer, of the shipping board. 

The sale price, Herhéerman wrote, 
was a compromise and the “question 
involved was the per ton to paid 
for shipping board vessels,” adding 
that “Mr. Slemp acted in connection 
with this matter and felt that his 
services were worth, as I recall, $50,- 
000. I actually paid him $15,000; 
$3,000 on July 1, 1925, and $12,0@) 
on July 19, 1925.” 

Slemp resigned as secretary to Cool- 
idge in January of 1925. 

Denies Knowledge. 

W. D. McLaughlin, of Long Island, 
N. Y., former treasurer of th Ex- 
port line, was testifying when Black 
presented Herberman’s letter. 

“I didn’t know anything about it,” 
McLaughlin said, “until one day Her- 
berman told me to see Slemp in Wash- 
ington as he had presented a bill for 
$50,000 and he, Herberman, couldn’t 
see it and neither could I.” 

McLaughlin also identified a $510 
tailor bill made out to T. V. O’Con- 
nor, former chairman of the shipping 
board, by J. Coliendo, of New York. 
and dated November 11, 1924, as one 
that had been at the Export lines’ 
New York office. 

Under questioning by Senator Black 
he said it was the bill Herberman 
had told “Jim (Fahey) to pay.” He 
surmised it was paid out of the treas- 
ury of the Steers Terminal Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary of the Export line, 
which also is controlled by Herber- 


man.

MARKETING PACT 


Agreement Binds Govern- 
ment Not To Invoke Li- 
censing Powers on Sig- 
natory Bodies. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(4)— 
Representative Hancock, democrat, 
North Carolina, said tonight a flue- 
cured tobacco. marketing agreement 


fembodying the principal features of a 
proposal offered by domestic manufac- 
turers had been agreed upon by the 
farm administration and would be 
ready for signing tomorrow. 

Hancock, who conferred during the 
day with Secretary Wallace and farm 
administration officials, revealed that 
in the contract the government agrees 
not to invoke its licensing power on 
the signatory companies. 

Provision is made also for these 
companies to increase the price of 
cigarets should business and competi- 
tive conditions warrant it. 

Purchase Provision. 

Under the proposal, the domestic 
companies agree to purchase between 
now and March 31 at least as much 
tobacco as used by them during the 
year ending June 30, 1933, which is 
estimated at 250,000,000 pounds, and 
to pay an average price during this 
period of not less than 17 cents a 
pound. 

Export companies, which handle ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the flue- 
cured crop, have agreed to co-operate 
in maintaining the 17 cents a pound 
price average but they will not sign 
the agreement. 

Representative Hancock pointed out 
that export companies could “afford” 
to meet this price level because of the 
exchange value of the nd sterling. 

Cc es in Accord. 

Domestic companies which have 
agreed to sign the contract are Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, R. J. Reyn- 
olds Tobacco Company, Liggett and 
Myers Tobacco Company, P. Loril- 
lard, Brown-Williamson Company, 
Continental Tobacco Company, and 
Phillip-Morris Company.

Government To Compile

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 27.— 
(P)}—President Roosevelt added fresh 
federal support to American industry 
today with an offer to the railroads 
of a federal loan for au all inclusive 
and immediate purchase of new equip- 
ment. 

He made known that the good of- 
fices of the government would be used 
to compile the needs of the carriers 
for new stock with the purpose of 
making a single gigantic order which 
is expected to bring lower steel prices 
as in the collective deal for new rails. 

Fresh from a round of talks with 
his government lieutenants, the presi- 
dent motored leisurely up the Hudson 
river from New York to his boyhvoo 
home to map the next plans in his 
national recovery drive. 


The president had a broad smile as 
he returnéd greetings to the thousands 
lining his route from the metropolis. 

Stopping at the front porch of his 
home before motoring for a look at 
the agriculture pursuits on the place, 
Mr. Roosevelt talked with newspaper- 
men accompanying him. 

Asked for an immediate statement 


was accorded these domestic com- 
panies by the government agreeing to 
extend during the period of the mar- 
keting agreement, or until March 31, 
the provisions of the tentative tobac- 
co industry code.

48-Hour Maximum Week Proposed 
For Employes of Retail, Grocers 


WASHINGTON, Sept. ‘27.—(P)—A 
48-hour maximum week for retail 
grocery employes and a 44-hour week 
for workers in wholesale grocery 


houses was proposed in codes of com- 
petition submitted today to the recov- 
ery administration. 

Hearing upon the labor provisions 
was set for October 5, before the 
NRA, with fair practice and other sec- 
tions of the codes going before the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion. The provisions reported to en- 
vision price-regulation were not made 
public by the NRA. 

As presented, the retail code fixes 
a work week of not more than six days 
nor more than 10 hours a day, and 
the wholesale charter a maximum 6- 
hour day with not more than 9 hours 
per day. 

Professional persons, outside sales- 
men, outside collectors, watchmen and 
detectives are not ineluded under the 
code. Maintenance and outside serv- 
ice employes of retail grocers may 
work 52 hours or more a week pro- 
vided they are paid time and one- 
third for all time over 52 hours. Un- 
der the wholesale code, they would 
receive overtime after 48 hours’ work. 

The retail code provides a mini- 
mum of $15 a week in cities of more 
than 500,000 population ; ny in cities 
of 100,000 to 500,000; in cities 
of from 25,000 to 1000007 a 20 per 
cent increase in villages and towns 
of from 2,500 to 25,000 to fix wages 
between $10 and $11, and in communi- 
ties of less than 2,500 a 20 per cent 
increase up to $10. 

The following minimum wage scale 
is set up for wholesale employes: 

In cities above 500,000, $14.50 for 
a 44-hour week and $15 for a 48-hour 
week; between 100,000 and 
$13. 50 for a 44-hour week, and $14 
for a 48-hour week; 25,000 to 100,000, 
$12.50 for a 44- hour week and $13 
for 48 honrs: in communities from 

500 to 25,000, the wages of all 
ood would be increased from the 
rates existing on June 1 by not less 
than 20 per cent, provided this shall 
not require an increase above $11 and 
that no employe be paid less than 
$10. In villages of less than 2,500 
populatidn, a 20 per cent increase up 
to $10 would be provided. 

Both codes permit one extra hour of 
work one day a week, as long as the 


maximum -hours are not exceeded. The 
retail code limits the number of in- 
side workers who. may be exempted 
from the maximum hour provisions to 
one in six, including executives, pro- 
prietors, partners or persons not re- 
ceiving monetary wages. 

Under ‘the retail code, grocers in 
any buying area, town or city by mu- 
tual agreement of two-thirds of the 
operators, subject to approval of the 
NRA administrator, would establish 
uniform store operating hours which 
would be binding upon all stores. 

Hours so established would not be 
permitted to be less than 63 per week 
nor more than 78, except that any. 
establishment which was operating 
upon a schedule of less than 63 hours 
on June 1 might continue on the 
same basis but not reduce further. 

This section is designed to prevent 
stores from curtailing operating hours 
and avoid hiring more workers ne- 
cessitated by the maximum hour re- 
strictions.

In the poorer sections no water was 
available for drinking and throughout 
the city none could be spared for any 
other purpose. 

Part of the city had électrie lights 
and power, but most.of the residents 
were using candles or coal oil for 
illumination. 

From the capitol came word that 
physicians and nurses were ready to 
fly in with food and medical supplies. 
Many messages of condolence, one 
from United States Ambassador Jose- 
phus Daniels, have poured in. Some 
contained checks for a relief fund. 

It was learned the chamber of depu- 
ties was appropriating $140,000 for 
relief and was entertaining a sugges- 
tion to raise a much larger sum. The 
British government and a steamship 
company have offtred to place ships 
at the disposal of relief authorities, 
byt. the harbor was still so choked 
with mud and silt and debris as to 
be virtually useless. 

No further official check of the 
death toll is believed possible. An 
estimate placed the dead at 54 and 
the injured at 850, but it was believed 
many bodies were washed out to sea 
and the total dead never will be 
known. The hospitals were full of 
injured and many others were treat- 
ed in homes. 

Martial law still prevailed and 
good order was maintained. No trace 
had been found of 13 prisoners who 
escaped from the municipal jail at 
the height of the storm. Two were 
killed by guards.

He 
saved money on that, bought a farm 
and settled in this county when he 
married. He was a good farmer and 
made money. He boughf more land and 
induced his children to settle down 
as farmers. He was shrewd, sensible 
and a wise leader of his people. 

He never spent money on what he 
considered foolish unessentials and left 
instructions written that his coffin 
should not cost over $10 but he gave 
liberally to education and to church 
work. He was a trustee of the Centra! 
City college. a Baptist negro denomi- 
national college in Macon; he was a 
leader in the colored Baptist state con- 
vention. Around him was developed 
one of the most unusual negro com- 
munities in the state, people who own 
their farms, who have a very unusual 
model school, with the only vocational 
agricultural training in the country, 
people who never figure in court 
cases, 

At 80 Dempsey attended the night 
classes organized among the adults for 
better farm methods, doubted that cer- 
tain methods would produce two bales 
of cotton to the acre, but tried it. State 
leaders among his people, prominent 
white men of the county, attended his 
funeral.

Contradictory Evidence 
On Expense Involved in 
‘French’ Set Presented. 


Contradictory testimony regarding 
the cost- and maintenance of the so- 
called “French telephone,” which costs 
50 cents per month extra in Georgia . 
was presented to the Georgia public 
service commission Wednesday at its 
hearing on rates charged by the South- 
ern Bell Telephone Company. 

Witnesses for the teleplione cym- 
pany testified that the installation and 
upkeep of the monophones cost about 
$4.06 per year each while Commis- 
sioner George Goode introduced testi- 
mony and records of the New York 
and Ohio public service commissions 
showing that the cost in those states 
was much less. 

According to Commissioner Goode 
the cost of the set in New York was 
fixed at $1.65 a year while in Ohio 
it was $1.85 a year. In New York 
the telephone companies are allowed 
to charge 15 cents a month extra to 
the patrons using the set while in 
Ohio the extra charge is 25 cents a 
month as compared to the 50 cents 
per month charge permitted in Geor- 
gia. 

The testimony regarding the cost 
to the Southern” Bell was presented 
through Thomas Barton Baird, state 
manager of the company, who has oc- 
cupied the witness stand during the 
most of this week. 

The phone company official listed 
a number of items which. went into 
the monophone set. which are not used 
in the wall and desk set phones, but 
Commissioner Goode said these items 
all were listed by the New York and 
Ohio commissions: in determining the 
cost of the special sets in their 
states. 

George K. Selden, of Atlanta, su- 
perviser of buildings and supplies for 
the Southern Bell Company, also was 
on the stand for a time Wednesday 
testifying regarding the cost of in- 
stalling and maintaining the mono- 
phones. Mr. Selden’s figures on the 
cost were the same as those presented 
‘by Mr. Baird. 

Before leaving the stand at the 
close of the morning session, Mr.

OFFICE BPENED HERE 


The opening of offices of the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corporation in 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 
and the appointment of Wilmer Moore, 
an experienced insurance and financial] 
expert, as manager, under the provi- 
sions of the Glass-Stegall banking act, 
mark the beginning of what promises 


to be a new era in banking security 
and confidence, officials said Wednes- 
ay. 

The insurance of deposits becomes 
effective January 1, 1954, in all mem- 
ber banks of the F. D. I. C,, and bank- 
ers throughout the nation are now 
preparing to qualify. The Georgia 
Bankers’ Association is. holding zone 
meetings in every section of the state 
for the purpose of disseminating in- 
formation to the bankers concerning 
the provisions of the act. The insur- 
ance of deposits will restore the coh- 
fidence of the depositors in the small 
banks and will permit a relaxation 
of the efforts to maintain liquidity of 
assets which has for a time prevented 
any liberal credit policy on the part 
of the banks, it was said. Deposi- 
tors’ confidence will permit an ex- 
pansion of credit and the use of banks’ 


ities. When the bank at the cross- 
roads protected by insurance is as se- 
cure as the bank in the metropolitan 
district, a broad and liberal attitude 
on the part of the bankers towards 
all business can be expected, officials 
pointed: out.

ANOTHER BAT MYSTERY. 

Will the individual who left a bat 
on top of one of the museum cases 
in the state museum please tell us 
where it was caught? Yesterday Il 
saw a cigaretie package wrapper, very 
much torn, on top of a bird case,~ it 
was extremely untidy leoking, so I 
took it down. It contained what ap- 
peared to be a young red bat (Nycter- 
is borealis), but no name or other in- 
formation accompanied the specimen. 
It is now preserved in formalin, and 
awaits further information necessary 
to its numbering, 

On the back, the fur of the red bat 
is a rich, reddish brown. At the base, 
the elage is black. On certain areas 
the hairs are white tipped, giving a 
delicate, frosty appearance. The un- 
der parts are somewhat lighter in col- 
or when the fur of the under side is 
brushed toward the tail there appeara 
a dark collar extending from the 
throat onto the chest. The adults of 
this species are typically 4.2 inches 
in total length, but this specimen. is 
just over 3.5 inches. It has the full 
complement of adult teeth, however, 
which leads me to believe that it is 
one of this year’s brood. 

Contrary to the habits of the little 
brown bats of the genus Myotis, the 
red bats are creatures of the hopents 


instead of caves. Its flight is rapid 
and erratic. Its habits are ers 
and the daylight hours are ym 
hanging in a shady tree. Not 
like the swarming of the little Sears 
aes has been reported for the red 
ats 

Just a word about the wings. ‘The 
appearance of the extended wings is 
that of thin, soft leather, black in 
color. There is a thin, furry area 
along the upper surface of the arm, 
and a rather thicker area underneath, 
The contrast of wing and body coor 
is striking. 

Book people emphasize the fact that 
the food of bats consists of “flying 
insects.” Here we have a single pur- 
pose adaptation of line contours, for 
the ability to catch insects is the price 
of existence. The phrase “master of

it not been worn threadbare by t 
ornithologists, Still, let it be said 
that flight may be mastered in many 
ways. The albatross doubtless —

Specimens of bats are badly needed 
from Georgia. Too little is known 
from this state of their lives and 
ways. Any specimens that can be 
brought in will be greatly appreciated.

“Our first and most necessary unit 
for self-preservation proved to be the 
eommon honey bee, to secure pollina- 
tion of flowering plants, trees and so 
on. Keppler says that of some 20,000 
nectar insects, this one species pol- 
linates more than all the rest put to- 
gether. The honey bee would take 
care of practically. all of this work, 
as his range is tremendous. There 
are a few plants—Keppler tells me— 
such as red clover, which he cannot 
work on: but his cousin the bumble- 
bee, with his long proboscis, could at- 
tend to them. So, first and foremost 
among living things, we bring bees. 

“We also take ants,” said Hendron, 
“especially the common little brown 
variety, to ventilate, drain and work 
the soil: and, as you have observed, 
Tony, angleworms also, : 

“Since we are going to take with 
us fish eggs to hatch into fish over 
there, we have to take mayflies. Their 
larvae, in addition to providing food 
for the fish, are necessary to keep 
the inland waters from becoming 
choked with algae and the lower 
water plants. ;

“These will be the essential insects. 
Here on earth, with a balanced and 
bewilderingly intricate economy al- 
ready established, a tremendously 
longer list would be vital to provide 
the proper checks and balances; but 
starting anew, on Bronson Beta, we 
can begin, at least, with the few in- 
sects we have chosen. Unquestion- 
ably, differentiation and evolution 
will swiftly set in, and they will 
find new forms. :

Hosvever, selling picked up 
again in the last hour and closing 
quotation® represented general losses 
of 1 to 4 points for industrials and 
rails, utilities faring somewhat better. 
Sales totaled 2,308,246 shares. 

Reports that something definite 
was soon to be said by the adminis- 
tration on monetary policy circulated 
freely through the financial district. 
Gossip had it that this pronounce- 
ment, if made, would probably hold 
small comfort for the currency infla- 
tionists or their speculative follow- 
ings and traders retreated. New. 
buyers were unwilling to do much 
hidding, with the result that many 
market leaders bogged down easily. 

Losses of roughly 2 to 3 points 
appeared for United States Steel, 
American Telephone, Bethlehem, 
American Can, New York Central, 
Baltimore & Ohio, Western Union,

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"Dollar exchange was firm, perhaps 
because European selling of Ameri- 
can securities had subsided and be- 
cause foreign speculators | were also 
expecting “sound money” develop- 
ments in this country. 

Such business indicators as came 
to hand pointed to the now familiar 
absence of buoyancy from heavy 
lines. Steel production has lost the 
2-point gain it made last week and 
is back to.41 per cent of capacity, 
though such a recession had been fore- 
east. Iron Age, in making its esti- 
mate, said the government's capital 
goods program, the faster-moving pub- 
lic ‘works budget and buying stimu- 
lated by price advances had “put new 
life into a flagging market” for steel 
products.

He appeared 
Wednesday as the prosecuting witness 
at the trial of Jack Monroe, Atlanta 
mechanic, whom he arrested several 
weeks ago on a charge of operating an 
automobile while under the influence 
of liquor. Harrison had bound him 
over to the city court of Decatur un- 
der a $1,000 cash bond. 
Judge Carl Guess’ court Wednesday 
found Monroe not guilty. Walden tes- 
tified that the defandant was drunk 
while several others testified that he 
pad not even taken a drink. 

DeKalb Leaders Complain.

John P. O’Brien, Tammany candidate, 
was faced with defeat by Fiorello H. 
LaGuardia, fusion nominee, that was 
responsible for the McKee movement, 
Seabury charged. 

He said that Postmaster-General 
James A. Farley, reported to have 
urged McKee to run, Flynn or McKee 
could not “in this critical moment ‘» 
the life of the city betray the inter- 
ests of its people and get away with it.

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Cuban Students at Tech Say Chaos 
On Island Will Work Out in Time 


Conditions in Cuba, although chaotic 
bécause of the rapid turover in gov- 


ernments, will work themselves out, 
given time, in the opinion of Orlando 
de Castro and Julio. Lagomasino, of 
Havana, Cuba, who have come to At- 
Inta to attend Georgia School of 
Technology. 

The Cuban stundents, fresh from the 
scene of disturbances in Havana, said 
that present conditions are hard on 
the people, who do not know what 
will happen next. They described the 
tense situation at the National hotel, 
where 512 officers have barricaded 
themselves in a protest against the 
present administration, and said that 
the officers probably will be starved 
out by the shutting off of water and 
food supplies. : 


Sentiment among Cubans as be- 
tween the overthrow of the de Ces- 
pedes government and the new Grau 
San Martin administration is about 
evenly. divided, the students said. The 

. B. C., secret Cuban society, is for 
de Cespedes, and the students of 
Cuba are for Grau San Martin, the 
students having recruited an army 
among themselves in support of the 
new administration, they said. 


The students are patrolling Havana 
to help the police, and have designat- 
ed themselves as the “Caribbean 
army,” de Castro and Lagomasino 
said. The Tech students expressed 
lief that the San Martin government 
will stay in power.

The people of Cuba are still ex- 
tremely bitter toward Gerado Macha- 
do, ousted president who is now in 
exile from Cuba, and if Machado at- 
tempts to return to Cuba he probably 
would be killed before he could set 
foot on Cuban soil, the students said. 
“They are even trying to get him in 
Canada,” the youths said. “The first 
two years of Machado’s administra- 
tion showed him to be a model presi- 
dent, but he became spoiled and soon 
eaeeg* the hatred of the entire popu- 
ace.”

Company, and as a leader in 
the. newspaper field throughout the 
country had served as a director of 
the Associated Press since 1916, as 
director of the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association from 1907 to 


11924, and as president of the asso- 


ciation from 1912 to 1914. 

Actively at work until ten days ago, 
he underwent an abdominal operation 
last Friday. He suffered a relapse 
Monday night from which he failed 
to recover. 

Baker was born in Norwalk, Ohio, 
was brought to Cleveland by his fam- 
ily when he was 11, and finished his 
public school and high school educa- 
tion here. When his family moved 
to Kansas City he got a job as a 
drug store clerk at the age of 16. 

At the age of 23 he became book- 
keeper for the old Cleveland Herald, 
later moving to the advertising de- 
partment, where he drew sufficient 
notice to gain a job at twice the sal- 
ary on the old Cleveland Leader. 
From then on his career in the fourth 
estate was a part of his daily life. +
